artiflolal product, , The: application of 
science In breeding,.feeding and care 
has developed her from an animal pro- 
ducing a few quarts bf milk to1 sustain 
her young,to an:animal that produces 
slxjy qtmrts ot milk In a day 


One of thu eaaential thlngii In secur- 


ing n large yearly record is "fall fresh- 
ening," which enable* the dairyman to 
produce n. large now of milk In winter. 


The chilm is sometimes made that 


feed stuffs are too expensive in winter 
to produce milk at a profit 
This is 


all wrong, and we have only in in- 


tlgate the worlc of the dallytncn 


who follow all th« year round dairying 
to substantiate the fact that they are 
making the mnt mooes 


With the silo-and an abundance of 


alfalfa hay, milk can be produced on 
thousands'of-farms almost as cheaplj 
In winter as In. summer and: in nearly 
a*, larg* quantities 
The increase In 


cost for winter milk Is more than bit- 
set ~by the increase In price.
